Among these is th® Edward Brodhead es- 
tate, valued at about $1,000,000. It is feared 
by the heirs that every cent of this sum 
has gone into the Chicago wheat pit with 
thé stolen funds of the bank. 

Bigelow admits he stole $190,000 from this 
estate, and that this ‘“‘claim,"’ as he terms 
it, 's unsecured. 

Another victim is Mrs. Charies Yenno- 
wine, whose entire fortune represented in 
the estate +left by her husband, has been 
dissipated by Bigelow, and there is a report 
that the bank president also made inroads 
into the vaet fortune of the late Henry 
Payne, who was postmaster-general of the 
Tnited States at the time of his death. 

Investigation of other estaites may bring 
the total of Bigelow's thefts in this line to 
@ million or more dollars. 

What’ Bigelow did with his illgotten mil- 
lions is something Bigelow himself refuses 
to say.

His plan of covering the defalcations of 
the president was simple enough: 

Every bank has what is known 

“outside reserve fund.” 

This fund is kept in various outside 
banks, for the purpose of facilitating the 
business of the bank so depositing it and 
also to secure interest on sums which may 
not be needed for current use.

In these side banks sms rangins iene * 
$1000 to $200,000 or more were kept. 

Sometimes these deposits ‘aggregated | 
$1,000,000 or $2,000,000, according tu the ¢x- 
tent of the bank's business. They are sub- 
ject to withdrawal at any time. 

Bigelow would issue a draft in his own 
favor on a bank holding the funds of the 
First National Bank. 

The draft might be for $50,000. ° Bige'uw 
would pocket this money and make 0 
entry of its withdrawal in the book of the 
First National. At the end of the month, 
when the outside depositories sent a state- 
ment to the First National Bank of the 
sums then held by them, Bigelow or Gol! 
would suppress it. 

The bookkeepers were instructed by Goll, 
who. sometimes handed them slips. Indicat- 
ing that $200,000 was on deposit to ihe credit 
of the First National in an outside bank, 
when as a matter of fact this sum had €ene 
into Bigelow's coffers. 

It required work and time and arter ion 
to many details to keep this system of 
theft In perfect working ordér and the 
genefal supposition te that ‘wo or three 
of the bookkeepers, who carried out Goll's 
orders, knew all about the falsificution of 
the accounts. 

After the first shortage in the reserve 
funds the system became more compll- 
cated.. The mails which brought the resu- 
lar. statements of the accounts of the 
bank's depositories were carefully watohed 
and held out from the usual course of 
bueciners and kK fs now believed Goll has 
the packages of correct starements on his ;

“They would have been found out event- 
ually,”’ said Mr. Beggs. ‘‘but it is possible 
they might have deceived us for 1 longer 
time, in view of the fact that there was 
collusion between the assistant cashier and 
the bookkeepers.,"’ 

Cashier Frank J. Kipp says he became 
suspicious of the actions of the president 
and tried to draw him out on several oc- 
casions. 

In the morning of April 22 President 
Bigelow left. Milwaukee for a short trip 
out of town, and did not return until even- 
ing. During his absence his brother, W'l- 
liam Pigelow, who is a director in the 
Firet Natfonal, had occasion to go to the 
bank. i

President Bigelow was deposed at once.

No bitizen of M™waukee occupied a po- 
sition of greater prominence or popularity 
than Frank G. Bigelow. He was a di- 
rector, sto cmhoider or official in a score 
of the city’s leading commercial and finan- 
tal institutions. His salary as president 
of the bank was $25,000 a year. From other 
sources he received an additional income 
of $50,090. 

He was. a man of exemplary habits and 
nodody had known bim to squander his 
money on foolish fads. He was essentially 
a home-loving man end when not engage 
with the members of his family outside of 
business hours, he found enjoyment in 
books. 

I expected to encounter a butler in hin- 
some livery when I rang the doorte!! at 
Mr. Bigelow’s residpnce. Instead, Mr. 
Bigelow came to the door himself, opened 
it cautiously and inquired the mission of 
his caller. 

Hie is a timid man, of smal! stature, but 
with a large, square face that is aggressive 
in action. 

Perhaps he had been weeping, for ris 
eyes were swoilen. The Bige'tow eyes 
are brown and of unusual size, so much 80 
that they protrude noticably. The eychrow 
is thick and hard and the ball of the eye 
is alwuys visible.

On a certain occasion, accompanied: by 
a woman, who had helped to lure him to 
ruin, he went inte the cafe at the Pfister 
Hotel, and after helping himself to every- 
thing his stomach would stand in the way 
of liquid refreshments he ordered every- 
body to leave. Naturally there was no 
dispos'tion to heed his warning, where- 
wpon Goll started te diemantie the cafe, 
and among those whom he encountered 
in hie work of destruction was John I. 
Beggs, a director:ihn the First National 
Bank.

As a “high fiyer’ of the gilded kind 
young Bigelow spent several thousand dol- 
lam a night when he got started. 

Not long ago he went into a gambling 
house on Broadway and asked a man play- 
ing roulette how much the chins were. 
“Five cents aplece,”” was the answer. 
“You're a piker,”’ sald Bigelow. Then 
turning to the dealer he drew out a check- 
book and wrote a check for $500. 

“Give me 10 chips.” 

That's playing some at roulette when 
the chips cost $50 apiece. 


Bigelow begun by betting two chips at a 
time on the red. He kept it up until he 
had wen $1800. 


Then he began to lose. Continuing to 
lose, he doubled his bets, making each $200, 
put shortiy he had lost all his ‘“‘veivet’’ 
and the original chips as well 


“O, well,” he remarked carelessly at the 
end, “I have had some fun, anyhow."’

In other words, 
it gives every man it takes within its 
borcer such a start in life that failure 
can be laid only at the door of sloth and 
stupidity.

Schumann-Heink says the American peo- 
ple are the greatest music*¥lovers of the 
werld: and we have it fron equally gvod 
authority that we are also the fun lovers 
of earth. eW naturally lean to the Hfe, 
merriment and prettiness of a good, comic 
cyerr or musical comely; bit we cannot 
ge+ any merit in many of the trusical 
pieces sent to us within the present fea- 
son, and it is not surprising at all that 
here in St. Louis the musical show has 
within the last few months noticeatiy 
fallen into questionable repute. 

The people have come to the realizition 
that a dramatic production, while 't mav 
not appeal to certain tastes, is ordinarily 
not empty of all merit; our that tere are 
nme end of musical productions which are 
mt only without appeal to any particular 
clise or eleme.t, but ate a hore «and a 
disappointment to the whole theater-going 
family. 

We are indeed come to a sad pass in 
the theater when music stands for medi- 
ocrity: when the very fact that a produc- 
tion is musical serves the more discrim- 
inating class of playgoers an excuse for 
staying home: when a play-loving, music- 
loving community, eager to meet the the- 
ater more than half way, streams from 
playhouses night after night, not happy 
for being a while well pleased, but dour 
and disgusted, begrudging the theater their 
money and time.

Held by Livery Firm on Pur- 
chased Site. 


NEW STRUCTURE WILL 
BE MASSIVE AND ORNATE

Lively trading continues to characterize 
the realty market, although large trans- 
actions are not so numerous as formerly. 

The transfers for April were 1562, aggre- 
gating *$7,283,597, against 878, aggregating 


$4,078,739 for the same period a year ago, ' 


an increase in number of 674 and in ag- 
gregation of $3,234,349. 

While in amount the transfers for April 
are less than in March, they are greater 
in number, indicating a more general 
market. Several large deeds to central 
property, which was sold earlier in the 
geason, were placed on record in March 
and this explains in a measure the deficit 
in April. 

Sales of dwellings running from $3500 to 
$7500, and of sores and flats from $10,000 
to $30,000, formed the week's business in 
real estate circles. Five sales out of this 
«lass, however, were concluded. 

The Masonic Temple Association closed 
the purchase yesterday through Fisher & 
Co. of the southwest corner of Grand ave- 
nue and Windsor place for $102,000 and 
has planned for a 10-story home building 
to cost approximately $1,000,000. 

The property.-was owned by Keys & 
Watkins, who occupy the premises as 4 
livery stable, and embraces almost an en- 
tire block, having a frontage of 177 feet 
on both Windsor and Bell. Title to the 
property will be taken in the name of 
Robert McCullough, general manager of 
the United Railways Co., for the associa- 
tion. 

The purchase was made for cash and at 
the rate of $680.10 a foot for the Grand ave- 
nue frontage. 

The terms provide, it is stated, for the

~ AGAINST PUBLIC POLICY. 

The question .of a free bridge across the Mississippi 
between St. Louis and East St. Louis is not by any means 
a local question, nor a question of expediency, nor of mere 
benefit of business interests. It ‘is a question of free trade 
between the states, of the free movement of commodities 
from one state to another and across the states, unbur- 
dened and unchecked by discriminating tolls. i 

The maintenance of free trade between the states is a 
cherished national policy to which in great measure the 
remarkable development and abounding, prosperity of the 
American people.are due. The principle of interstate free 
trade has been jealously guarded and the policf has been, 
enforced with legislation whenever it hag been found nec- 
essary to do so. , | 

The bridge monopoly at St. Louis, with its discriminating 
and burdensome toll upon commerce, is in direct antago- 
nism to the policy of free interstate commerce. It has been 
regarded wrongfully heretofore as a. purely local. issue, 
affecting St. Louis, but, in truth, the toll affects all whose 
trade with St. Louis is subject to it. It affects the buyer 
and seller of produce in all the vast trade territory in 
which St. Louis buys and sells. The Illinois farmer, gar- 
dener, dairyman, miner and manufacturer feel it. The

. [EFFECTS OF FREEZING BACTERIA. , 

Inasmuch as there is an idea generally prevalent that 
bacteria are not destroyed by cold, a series of experiments 
to determine the effect of freezing upon such micro-organ- 
isms was recently carried on by members of the scientific 
staff of the United States department of agriculture. These 
investigators used a number of cultures of different kinds 
of bacteria made in peptonized beef bouillon, and they found 
that unaer such circumstances freezing did have a most de- 
structive effect, although some bacteria will survive*any 
degree of cold. The method was employed of exposing test 
plates before and after the freezing process, and then, after: 
incubating them, to compare the numbers of the bacteria. 
Temperatures as low as that of liquid air were employed, 
but it was found in general that the critical point was about 
0 degree centigrade (32 degrees Fahrenheit), while the lower 
temperature of sag and ground ice was practically as de- 
stiuctive as the extreme. The ¢onclusion from these ex- 
periments was that freezing affects bacteria in different de- 
grees, and that their behavior in this respect is analogous to 
that of plants and higher animals. Consequently, it is 
reasonable to believe that every winter vast numbers of 
bacteria are destroyed, and that only the more resistant 
forms survive. Among those of comparatively small resist- 
ing power was the bacillus typhosus, or bacillus of typhoid 
fever, which succumbed to even short periods of freezing. 
The results of these experiments are so important and in- 
teresting that.a further series employing other culture media 
ig to be undertaken.

merce which passes between Illinois and St. Louis. The 
people of St. Louis only seek the privilege of building and 
maintaining a free bridge, but we believe eventually that 
all the power of state and federal governments will be 
directed to the task of freeing interstate commerce from 
such disastrous and unjust toll as that represented by the 
bridge arbitrary. It is against public policy. 

If Mr. Roosevelt shall insist upon not being a candi- 
date for re-election it may be a very long time before 
there is another bear-and-bobcat administration. 
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MISS ANTHONY ON DIVORCE. 

With her usual clear sight and steady common sense, 
Miss Susan B. Anthony drives straight to the nerve of the 
divorce question. 

“No one class is so responsible for these evils as the 
clergy themselves,” she writes. “The vast majority of 
marriages are performed by them and the cases are rare 
where they make any inquiries as to the applicants or: 
refuse to perform the ceremony. Of late years there has 
been a flurry of reform on the part of a few to the extent 
of refusing to marry divorced persons, but this is the 
most superficial and inefficient of remedies.” 

Thén she explains with fine Antonian indignation, “What 
a crime, to refuse to marry a man who has been divorced 
and then, without a question, to unite a pure woman to 
one who has lived a life of immorality and intemperance! 
Or to decline to perform the ceremony for a _ divorced 
woman and then without a question to bind in wedlock 
one who is a child in years, and often evidently a runaway 
from home!” 

This is sound common sensé¢, unhappily none too com- 
mon. Why not begin at the beginning and prevent a mar- 
riage which is manifestly fraught with evil consequences? 
The vast majority of divorces are due to hasty marriages. 


If young people were cémpelled to think longer before; 


taking the step they would not mourn so long in after 
life. And so far as the clergy weakly yield to the sup- 
plications of silly lovers and help them to consummate 
their folly they are justly obnoxious to Miss Anthony's 


censures.

DENVER, Colo., April 29.—The greatest 
colonization movement in the history of 
the state is in prospect... As a result, 
nearly 1,000,000 acres of dry land in eastern 
Colorado, as well as other large tracts in 
northern Texas, western Kansas and parts 


of New Mexico, will be brought under the 
Campbell system of agriculture, under the 
om direction of Prof. Campbell him- 


The movement is fathered by J. P. Pom- 
eroy, a millionaire mine owner of Colo- 
rado Springs; Charles E. Wantland, Union- 
Pacific land agent, and associates. A 
company will be formed within a short 
time to take over all of the individual 
holdings of its stockholders in the states 
named. An immigration bureau will be 
started, extensive advertising will be in- 
dulged in and colonists brought from all 
parts of the country under a contract 
that if they fail to raise good crops by 
the Campbell system they pay nothing for 
their land. 

Prof. Campbell, who was in Denver re- 
cently in connection with the promoters of 
the new company, is enthusiastic over its 
prospects. It will be the first time ‘that 
his system has been given a chance on 
large tracts of unirrigated land. Prof, 
Campbell is sure that he can raise not 
less than 40 bushels of whemt to the acre, 
without water, everywhere.

Among these was Sikora, hom Fran- 
cesea restered for money till he promised 
to give her $6000. Sikora called on Fran- 
cesca while her husband was away, but 
refused to fulfill his promise, in spite of 
her blandishments. 
Francesca says the old man fell asleep 
and she also dozed until awakened by the 
entry of her husband, when Sikora had 
disanpeared.

PORTLAND, Ore., April 2.--If anyone 
thinks Oregon lumber will not stand the 
test of time and weather, let him go to 
the Coos County exhibit of the Lewis and 
Clark Exposition. There he wili see lum- 
ber cut from a cedar log that from cer- 
tain’ evidence lay on the ground for 173 
years, and for all aryone knows may have 
been there twice that long. It is as sound 
gnd perfect as if it had'been cut from 
a inst year’s kiln-dried log. 

Part of the log iteelf will be In the ex- 
h‘bit, having arrived in’ Portland Sunday 
aboard the steamer Alliance, which also 
brought up the Coos County building. The 
log is in the immense clasp of a* white 
spruce stump, whose huge roots have come 
pletely encircled ft. The exhibit weighs 
six tons, and tells its own story.

In that, as well as allgother 
foreign markets, the European manufactur- 
er has the advantage of a hundred years’ 
experience, and‘it requires a strong effort 
to secure the trnde. The American mer- 
chant must sooner or later realize that 
the only way in which this business can 
be won is by a careful and systematic 
study of the wants of the people, by send- 
ing representatives who speak the language 
of the country and by becoming personal- 
ly acquainted with the buyers. 

“Many American houses make the mis- 
take of sending incapable salesmen, speak- 


| ing only English and entirely ignorant of 


the customs and business methods of the 
country where they seek trade. Is it 
strange that they find it difficult to wrest 
the control from European houses?” 

Concerning Mexico, Mr. Filsinger was ex- 
ceedingly enthusiastic, and declared that 
its future was now assured. “With the 
final establishment of the gold standard, 
the government of Mexico has proven its 
right to the reputation it enjoys as one 
of the wisest and most progressive of 
the world. The minister of finance, Mr. 
Limantour, who evolved this measure. de- 
serves the highest commendation. as he 
has accomplished the reform that was 
hailed with delight. by all business fmen, 
without precipitating a panic, and indeed 
ahere has not even been the suggestion of 
one since the gradual change was made.

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GAS LEGISLATION STILL 
THE ABSORBING TOPIC 


Bill Doubling Salaries of Members 
and Increasing Expenses of Fu- 
ture Legislatures $250,000 An- 
nually Regarded as Certain of 
Passage. XY 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
SPRINGFIELD, Th. April 29.—There is 


every indication that the Forty-fourth 
General Assembly will adjourn sine dice the 
end of next week, probably on Friday or 
Saturday. Throughout the past week 
Speaker Shurtleff has been working the 
House day and night in an effort to get 
through. Incidentally, the long hours come 
as @ punisment for the delay and Inactivity 
during January, February, March and the 
first half of April 

On several occasions recently Speaker 
Shurtief! has announced to the House that 
there is a disposition on the part of the 
people of the state to see the present ses- 
sion adjourned next week. 

“Unless the members remain here~ and 
work,”’ gaid the speaker yesterday, ‘‘it will 
necessitate another week, or else every- 
thing left in the House must be killed out- 
side of the appropriation bills. The chair 
is disposed to give every House bill a 
chance, but it will not take care of the bills 
of members who ere unwilling to remain 
here and work.” 

Gas legislation continues to furnish the 
all absorbing topic with the result that 
two important bills are down for passage 
in the House Tuesday. Both are known as 
regulators. One empowers oity councils 
to fix rates throughout the state. This was 
reported by the committee on munic!pal 
corporations. The other dill came from the 
Chicagu charter committee and-applies to 
Chicago alone. In addition, the charter 
committee has reported a bill, which is 
now on second reading, giving Chicago the 
right to sell its surplus electricity to pri- 
vate consumers. 

The state regulator will be placed upon 
ita passage first. If it fails, the Chicago 
bill will be tried next. The Chicago bill 
seems more certain of passage in the 
House than the state regulator, but there 
fs a strong possibilty that the state bil! 
will get through and be sent over to the 
Senate. 


Small Gas Plant Hit. 

If the state regulator becomes a law the 
owners of small gas plants over the state 
can blame only themselves for their trou- 
bles. Up to the time they swooped down 
upon the Legislature three weeks ago 
there was no disposition anywhere to pass 
a state bill. The presence of a lobby of 
2 men drew attention to the smaller con- 
cerns. The “little fellows’’ took the place 
upon the firing line which had been oc- 
cupied up to that time by the big Chicago 
gus trust. 

The action drew attention from the big 
trust to them, and the “little fellows” have 
been kept upon the rack ever since. Their 
coming here has heen of benefit only to 
the Chicago gas trust, and to it only in 
so far as further delay was caused.

Where the Two Republics Meet, 
Along the Lower Rio Grande, 
the Mexican Population on Both 
Sides Cling to Old Traditions. 


FRIENDLY ARBITRATION 
INSTEAD OF LAWSUITS 


There Is a “Forbidden Zone” in 
Mexico, Along the River, Where 
No American Can Hold Title to 
Lands.

HIDALGO, Tex., April 2.—This wonder- 
ful land of the lower Rio Grande Valley, 
rich in resources, legends of war, romances, 
quaint customs and ancient methods never 
ceases to be interesting to visitors. © Cross 
the river into the sister towns and you will 
see the market men selling beefsteak by 
the yard-stick measurement, selling a half 
onion, one radish, a tablespoonful of beans 
or powdered shrimp, snd doing many other 
strange things which make one wonder 
from what age or century did they bring 
down their quaint methods and customs. 
Even in American Brownsville the writer 
saw a Mexican riding in an old, light and 
dilapidated -roadcart, pulled by a small 
mule, whose tail was tied to the crossbar 
of the shaft and usec as traces. 

_In several counties—Zapata, Starr and 
Hidalgo—the Mexican population has pre- 
dominated, and many Mexicans living in 
there counties, it is said, cherish the strong- 
est sentiments of loyalty and allegiance to 
the Mexican government, and niany of 
these same wealthy Mexicans living in 
these counties make it a point to go across 
the river when a child is to'be born into 
the family.

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NEWCOMERS WANTED 
TN WRESTLING GAME 


[Few Mat Artists in America En- 
titled to Be Called Great 
| at the Sport, 


ALL HAVE BEEN THROWN 


Men Now in Game Have Been at 
It for Years and Have 
Few Rivals. 


It is rather surprising that America pos- 
Sesses very few wrestlers who may be said 
to be great. At the present time there are 
only five in this country who have any 
right to be considered impértant factors in 
the wrestling game. They are Frank Gotch, 
Tor. Jenkins, Dan McLeod, Farmer Burns 
and James Parr. All these men have suf- 
fered defeat at some time during their ca- 
reers and are exponents of one style only. 
and that is catch-as-catch-can, Gotch, 
Jenkins and Burns are ideal heavy-weichts, 
while Parr and McLeod may be said to be 
nothing but middle-weights. But owing to 
the lack of good available talent in the md- 
dle-weight class, both Parr and McLeod 
have been forced to give away a number 
of pounds and go out of their class. 

The last two years or so of wrestling has 
been a popular pastime, and it is strange 
that some good big men were not devel- 
oped. Wrestling is a strenuous exercise and 
ought to attract the big men, but somehow 
it doesn’t.

Reason for Fakes. 


“There would be in all probability but 
little. faking if the game haa more good 
men in it, or at least representatives who 
are able to give each other a good and 
genvine tuesie. Under present conditions 
a wrestler, no matter how honest his in- 
tentions may be, cannot be on the level. 
Suppose he is invincible and has the 
strength and all that and goes through the 
list of opponents, beating them, one after 
another. Well, the performer of such a 
feat must necessarily be considered great. 
For a while the public will treat him as 
‘cuch. But he cannot remain idie, for 
wrestling is his living. He naturally goes 
ahead and seeks other adversaries, but 
fails to find them because there are not 
any. What is he to do then? Naturally 
he must heve return bouts with his rivals! 
This is easily obtained. But suppose he 
beats them and in the,same fashion as his 
previous matches? All the interest in a 
third contest is wiped out and the public 
will not patronize an exhibition of skill 
where one side has estabished his super- 
lority over the other. Consequently the 
wrestler must be a party to a fraud and 
allow his man to beat him. In this way 
he may be able to work up interest for a 
third match, and keep the pot sizzling. 
It's a asyey situation for &n honest man, 
but what is he going to do? 


sioml wrestling tournament was started 
in this city at both Greco-Roman and 
catch as catch can styles. Such bouts 
should be -held on an average of twice 
every three months. Undoubtedly same 
gvo0d man is sure to be developed and in 
this way wrestling will have a chance to 
sustain its popularity. It would mot be a 
bad idea to hold just such a tournament 
for the purpose of defining the heads of 
the various classes. I am an old hand at 
wrestling, but if you were to kill me Ir 
could not tell you who are the different 
champions at both styles in the various 
classes. I have been asked occasionally to 
settle wagers anent the question, but was 
forced to plead ignorance. Hackenschmid 
is beyond doubt the champion Greco-Ro- 
man wrestler of the world. But who is the 
kingpin at catch-as-catch-can? Jenkins, by 
virtue of his defeat over Gotch, claims 
the honor. But has Jenkins ever defeated 
the champions of Australia and England 
for the avrels? This is an interesting sub- 
ject and I would like to see it settled one 
way or the other.’’

With prosecutions devolv- 
ing on state authorities such a powerful 
factor in .Nebraska affairs as Edward 
riosewater should be of rare assistance to 
Father Schell.

Wallace Munro, Former English |

With American General. 


" Wallace Munro, of the De Wolf Hopper 
Co., which begins an engagement at the 
| Garrick May 7, had the pleasure of know- 
ing Gen. Fitzhugh Lee and indulging in a 
number of conversations with h-m_ in 
which contrasting experiences as American 
and British cavalrymen were often the 
leading theme. 

Mr. Munro served seven years in the 

Sixth Inniskillen Dragoons, famous as one 
of the hardest fighting regiments in the 
English army, during which time he took 
part in the Egyptian campaign of 1882, be- 
ing a member of the relief expedition that 
arrived at Khartoum ten hours too late 
to save Gen. (Chinese) Gordon, and serving 
also in India and on the Tibetan frontie: 
“Tt was in Omaha, five years ago, that I | 
had the honor of knowing Gen. Lee,’ said 
Mr. Munro to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
vesterday. “He was then in command of 
the Denartment of Missouri, with head- 
quarters at Omaha, and I chanced to put 
up for quite a while at the same hotel. 
Ve.became acouainted casually, and as 
secon as he learned that I had seen service 
as a cavalryman he seemed to take quite 
a fancy to me and we talked often of 
cavalry work. 
“One of the things that 
me was Fitzhugh Lee's maintained ean- 
thusiasm for a military life.

GIVE UP MPINTIRE 


King of “Get-Rich-Quick” Pro- 
moters Turned Over to St, 
Louis Detective. 


A London cablegram: announces that the 
Bow Street Police Court, London, grantcd 
yesterday the request of the United States 
‘or the surrender of Arthur F. McIntyre. 
former head of the St. Louis “get-rich- 
quick’"’ concern known as the Merchants’ 
BRrokeraze Co. 

Mcintyre being wanted in St. Louis on a 
churge of using the United States mails 
to defraud for which he is mow under a 
penitentiary sentence, the extradition be- 
ing granted, however, on a charge of em- 
bezzlement, for which he has been in- 
d:cted. 

Detective Lee Killian of St. Louis left St. 
Louls April 15, assigned to bring Mcintyre 
back. They will sail May 17 on the return 
voyage. Killian carried with him to wasn- 
ington a request for extradition sfgned by 
Gov. Folk, addressed to Secretary of State 
Hay, upon which the United States govern- 
ment's requisition was issued. 

The St. Louis detective then hurried to 


New York, caught a steamer for Liver- 
pool, arriving there last Tuesday, and 
hastning to London, where he present- 
ed his credential to Ambassador Choate, 
who tmmediately iaid the matter before 
the British government, th crown author- 
ities giving it their prompt attention. 

_McIntyre was convicted in the United 
States District Court on the fraud 
charge. Fraud is not an extradition of- 
fense, this fact acounting for the request 
to Great Britain being based on the em- 
bezzlement indictment. 

When the “get-rich-quick” exposures 
were made in St. Louls McIntyre fled to 
Chicago, where he was arrested. , His 
partner, G.: Louis Stearn, was arrested 
in Bath Beach, N. Y., and also brought 
back, but subseauently jumped his $2000 
bond. John H. Vette .of St. Louis being 
his surety, and disapeared. 

Following MclIntyre's ‘conviction Vette 
also went on his bond for $7000 in an 
appeal case and McIntyre was released. 
The appeal case went against him and he 
failed to appear in court when so ordered. 
nothing then being heard of him until he 
was located under the name of Thomas, 
in London, April 8. He admitted his 
identity. but claimed that he had pro- 
tectei his bondsman against loss. 


‘BRINGS CARGO OF BENZINE 


British Steamship With 1,500,- 
000 Gallons of Explosive Fluid 
Makes Trip From Borneo.

PHILADELPHIA. Pa., April 2.—A new 
venture in commerce will be inaugurated at 
this port with the arrival of the British 
steamship Batoum, Capt. Ward, due here 
now from Balik Papan, Borneo, with 1,500,- 
000 gallone of benzine in bulk. 

The Standard Oil Co., which controls the 
petroleum trade of the United States and 
nearlv all of Eurove. is much concerned 
over this shipment, which is consigned to 
the Union Petroleum Co., in Marcus Hook. 

Although the Batoum sailed from Borneo 
more than two months ago, much secrecy 
had been maintained regarding the vessel's 
cargo until yesterday, 

During the last two years two half car- 
g°es of benzine had been landed at 
port fur the Union Petroleum Co. 
cargoes were transshipped from continental 
ports. but came originally from Borneo, 
where the oll wells are under the control 
of « syndicate headed by ex-Lord Mayor 
Samuels of London. 

The Batoum’s cargo will be the first di- 
rect shipment of bengine brought to any 
port in the United States, and is said to 
‘re beginning of a large trade in that 
ine.

TS LAST LEGS 


Gets In 


The Western turf is on its last legs. 
State’s Attorney John J. Healy of Cook 
county has put ithe Chicago mace tracks 
out of business and the repeal of the 
Breeders’ law will wipe them out in Mis- 
sourl. Tennessee prohibited Trace 
gambling by legislative enacimem, which 
goes into effect next December so that the 
bookmakers are now barred from the three 
most important racing states in the West. 


rack gamblers a terrific blow when he an- 
nounced that he would prosecuie the pat- 
rons of race tracks as well as the book- 
makers. Gambling is prohibited dn Ill- 
inais and race track betting has been 
characterized as gambling by the Supreme 
Court of ithe state. Gov. Deneen never 
made any particular effort to crush out 
the race track gamblers when he was 
State’s Attorney of Cook county and his 
elevation to the governorship was hailed 
with delight by the race track owners. 
Sherif Thomas J. Barrett of Cook county 
never die¢played any hostility towards the 
Dace tracks. John J. Healy was elected 
State's Ajittormey of Cook county last fail. 
Nobody thought he would bother the race 
tracks. Judge Dunne's eleqiion as mayur 
was hadled with delight by the Wiashing- 
ton Park peopie, who were forced to close 
thelr track last season by Mayor Harrison. 

As soon as Dunne was elected the race- 
track men prepared to open. Owners began 
to ship ito Chicago for the Worth meet- 
ing, which was advertised to commence 
on Avril 29. Worth is owned by Senator 
“Billy” O'Brien, Alderman Powers, George 
Gibbs and other powertul Chicago politi- 
clans. Hundreds of horses were quar- 
tered at the Worth track and the 
racing program for the first week's sport 
had been issued when Mr. Healy flatly an- 
nounced that he would enforce the law 
vigorously against racetrack bookmakers 
and bettors. That settled the Worth meet- 
ing. It was declared off at once. Horse- 
men have been shipping away from Chi- 
eazo0 ¢gver since. 

It is now the generally accepted belief 

that there will be no racing around Chi- 
cago this -season. Healy’s attitude will 
prevent the opening of Hawthorne, Har- 
lem, Washington Park or Worth. John 
Condon, the owner of Harlem, is said to 
contemplate racing, giving a meeting on a 
new track at Hammond, Ind., and Jim 
O'Leary, the famous poolroom gambler, 
Siill owns the Forsythe, Ind., merry-go- 
round. Condon and O'Leary may give 15- 
day meetings at these two tracks. The old 
Ruby track 4s still in existence and there 
may be a meeting there. The Indiana law 
wermits, li-day, meetings. 
When the Chicago gamblers attempted to 
conduct continuous racing in Indiana some 
years ago, the governor of the state sent 
a regiment of infantry and a battery of ar- 
tilery to Roby on a special train to sup- 
press the tracks and pugilistic clubs which 
were flourishing there. 


Some people seem to think that State’s 
Attorney Healy’s action in closing the Chi- 
cago is due to the fight between Ed Cor- 
rigan and John Condon. These two men 
are struggling for mastery of the Western 
turf. They have been bitterly fighting 
each other ever since the notorious Gar- 
field Park race raid in which Capt. Jim 
Brown, a noted Texas horseman, and sev- 
eral Chicago police were killed.

Raker, president of the Manhattan bank 
of New York, and.seven other occupams 
of the two dining cars were not instantly 
iilied. 

The accident ‘Is attributed to the reck- 
less negligence of the engineer in charge 
of the special who was running over a 
track new to him and the carelessness of 
yardémaster in the Greenville yards. 

The dead were all members of the train 
crew.

Some 400 years ago Mau Toto’s mother pushed through 
leagues of water to the sandy beaches of the Galapagos 
Islands where she had planned to make a nest. She went 
about housekeeping in pretty much the same fashion as 
the domestic ben. First she selected a warm, sandy spot 
on the beach, secluded and apparently beyond the ken of 
the vultures which destroy turtle eggs.

The deep indentations on Toto’s shell determine his age. 
lt is certain that he was full grown when Capt. Cook 
sailed in the Pacific and gave his name to fame.

Toto survived and will survive perhaps 
when all the merry tots who have ridden him die gray’ 
haired men and women. 

Zoologists call these creatures ‘Testudinidae E'ephantine 
or Atlas, The latter term indicates their immen power.

In their native state these creatures show great intel- 
ligence. According to Leguat, a traveler, they place sen- 
tinels at some distance from their troop at the four cor- 
ners of their camp, to which the sentries turn their backs, 
as if on watch. From the peculiarity of the structure ot 
the hinder vertebrae of the neck, it appears that the tor- 
toises of this species have the power of raising their necks 
to a nearly vertical position, which gives them a wide range 
of vision. 

One of the best accounts of their habits has been given 
by Darwin, who says he frequently saw specimens so heavy 
that it required six or eight men to lift one, and that they 
vielded as much as two hundred pounds of meat apiece. “One 
large tortoise | watched,” said Darwin, “walked at the rate 
of 60 vards in 10 minutes, that is 360 yards an hour, or 
four miles a day.” They lay their eggs in the fall, depos- 
iting them where the soil is sandy, and then covering them 
up. The egg is white and spherical, about 7 inches in 
circumference, and therefore larger than a hen’s egg. The 
young tortoises when hatched fall a prey in great numbers
